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Recent North Vietnamese statements indicate that Hanoi has expanded 
Point One of the 11 7 Point 11 proposal (Tab A) to include: 

-- Withdrawal of U.S. military advisors; 

-- Discontinuing all U. S. air and naval activities in South Vietnam.; 

- - Ending U. S. military aid to the GVN. 

These additions were first alluded to in Foreign Minister Nguyen Duy 
Trinh's article in the October number of Hoc Tap, They were then 
spelled out in more detail in the North Vietnamese-North Korean com- 
munique of October 29, 1971 . On November 4, the Communist side 
in Paris called for an end to U. S. air and naval activities as well as 
to military aid to the GVN. 

The North Vietnamese Paris delegation issued a statement (Tab A) on 
November 14, 1971 (in reply to the Presidents announcement) which 
specifically included the Point One additions listed above. 





Extract from the November 14, 1971 statement of the North Vietnamese 
delegation in Paris 

In order to peacefully settle the Vietnam problem, the Nixon admin- 
istration must stop its war of aggression, stop its Vietnamization of 
the war policy, negotiate seriously at the Paris conference on Vietnam 
and positively respond to the PRGRSV's 7 -point peace plan of which 
the two basic problems are: 

The U.S. must stop its war of aggression, withdraw quickly, completely 
and unconditionally all the troops, advisers , military personnel, weapons 
and war materials of the U.S. and its satellite countries, dismantle the 
U.S. military bases, stop all the activities of the U.S. Air Force and 
Navy in South Vietnam, stop the military aid t o the puppet adm inistration 
in Saigon. The U. S. must stop backing the ruling bellicose puppet group ' 
headed by the dictator Nguyen Van Thieu, so as to pave the way for the 
setting up in Saigon of a new administration standing for peace, independence, 
neutrality and democracy, getting ready to talk seriously with the FRGRSV 
for the formation of a broad government of national concord in South Vietnam. 


Point One of the July 1, 1971 n 7 Point" proposal 

1. Regarding the deadline for the total withdrawal of U.S. forces. 

The U.S. Government must put an end to its war of aggression in 
Vietnam, stop the policy of "Vietnamization 11 of the war, withdraw 
from South Vietnam all troops, military personnel, weapons, and war 
materials of the United States and of the other foreign countries in the 
U.S. camp, and dismantle all U.S. bases in South Vietnam, without 
posing any condition whatsoever. The U.S. Government must set a 
terminal date for the withdrawal from South Vietnam of the totality of 
U.S. forces and those of the other foreign countries in the U.S. camp. 

If the U.S. Government sets a terminal date for the withdrawal from 
South Vietnam in 1971 of the totality of U.S. forces and those of the 
other foreign countries in the U.S. camp, the parties will at the same 
time agree on the modalities 

A. Of the withdrawal in safety from South Vietnam of the totality 
of U.S. forces and those of the other foreign countries in the U.S. 
camp, 


R. Of the release of the totality of military men of all parties 

and of the civilians captured in the war (including American 
pilots captured in North Vietnam), so that they may all rapidly 
return to their homes. 
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These two operations will begin on the same date and will end on the 
same date. 

A cease-firs will he observed between the South Vietnam People's 
Liberation Armed Forces and the Armed Forced of the United States and 
of the other foreign countries in the U.S. camp as soon as the parties 
reach agreement on the withdrawal fropn South Vietnam of the totality of 
U. S. forces and those of the other foreign countries in the U. S. camp. 
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
